SUBJECT : Amendment of AECHAMP/FI Project 

1. Reference is made to AECHAMP/FI Project (renewal and amend- 
ments thereto attached), which renewal was approved by you on 9 November 
1954. 



2. It is requested that the project be amended to authorize the 
employment of Otis V. TETERS as a contract agent for use in Germany in 
the following manner (under supervision of case officer) s 

a. Interrogation, handling of double agents and 
surveillance* 

b. Handling and interrogation of defectors, refugees, 
escapees, etc. 

c. Spotting of agents and leads. 

d. Acting as cut-out , including the servicing of letter 
drops. 

e. Training agents. 

3. This contract agent is to receive $4,800.00 per annum. It is 
therefore requested that the financial authorization contained in para- 
graph 4 of the project renewal dated 9 November 1954 be increased by 

C to cover the agent's salary from 1 January 1955 to 30 June 

1955* 

4. TETERS has been utilized as a covert associate under project 
AEACRE since August 1953. He was officially transferred from SR/l to 
SR/2 for inclusion under Project AECHAMP/PT on 20 December 1954. Hence 
it is requested that this amendment become effective retroactively as 

of 20 December, although the agent was paid under project AEACRE through 
31 December 1954. 

5. TETERS served in the Soviet Amy for approximately six years. 

He defected to the U.S. authorities in 1950. He was employed by CIA in 
Germany from the time of defection until his immigration to the U.S. in 
1953. Since his arrival here, he has been used as a communications (W/T) 
instiuctor by SR Division. M-t ^ 
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6. The following time-table with regard to this agent will be 
implemented: 



a. From 1 January to 15 March 1955 training in report 
writing, physical surveillance techniques, spotting 
and recruiting of agents and English language. 

b. On or about 1 April 1955 departure to Germany with 
his family and his household effects for 2 years PCS.
